CONFERENCE JITTERS 
■Jtie first days of the Ean Frnncisco confer- 
ence were marked by a cood deal of factional 
bickering. The strub'e'c between the London 
and Lubiln Poles formed a major center of 
dispute, and there waa a .stormy press confer- 
ence sideshow put on by Tito and Mlkhallo- 
vitch champions of a Yugoslavian represen- 
tation. 

These and other fiarcups were probably 
unavoidable. There has been a lot of smolder- 
ing feeling which was bound to burn briskiy 
once a rostrum was available from which the 
aggrieved parties couid speaic their pieces. 
And almost ali ot this feeling has Involved 
Hussia or communism or both. 

Hence It would £cem. from sub-surface 
rumblinga traceable to the Golden Date arsa, 
that distrust and dislike of Russia arc present 
where all should be sweetness and light. For 
this Russia is as much to biamc aa the op- 
ponents of ail things communistic, or so it 
appears from a distance. The Russians at San 
rrancisco have lieen by turns agHrcsslve, 
adamant and inscrutable. 

But through all this It may be hoped that 
the delegates and their governments will 
bear two things in mind. One Is Russla s pres- 
ent position; the other Is the consequence ot 
Russophobla, as evidenced in Europe today. 

To take the second point first, it should be 
remembered that fear and hatred of com- 
munism gave the world Adolf Hitler and Ben- 
ito Mussolini. Whatever grandiose devilment 
they may have dreamed up later, it was their 
promise of salvation from boishevism which 
was largely responsible for their original toe- 
hold. And that promised salvation served as 
e cloak for their tyrannies and atrocities to 
the very end. In fact, Hitler's anti-coramun- 
lam was almost more Ingrained and violent 
than his anti-Semitism. 

Aa for Russia herself. It \s unthinkable that 
Bhe wants anything but peace. Her .land la 
devastated, her resources depleted, her people 
near exhaustion. Russia has done a magnifi- 
cent Job, but she couid not have won the war 
single-handed, and she knows It. It is ridicu- 
lous to believe, aa some people apparentiv do. 
that Russia would want to go to war over anv- 
thlng now, let alone embark upon an armed 
conquest of Europe. 

Russia, a kickcd-around stepchild after tho 
last war, is insisting today upon her place as 
a great power and a major contributor to 
victory, Ru.ssian diplomacy la occasionally 
baffling and generally unpredictable. Ameri- 
cana — government, pre.w and public— have 
aometimcs been abashed by Its devious real- 
ism, and their diffidence has seemed like 
weakness and retreat. 

But there has been a different attitude 
at San Francisco, America has been realistic, 
too. Frankness and plain talk seem now to be 
the keynote, Thafa not going to create the at 
mosphere of a Wednesday evening prayer 
meeting at San Francisco, but It looks like 
the right prescription for settling not Insolu- 
ble differences.
